‘Mantrapushpam’ in Devanagari script with Swara marks is a Vedic 
chanting book published for the benefit of reciting the Upanisads and other 
hymns as a spiritual discipline. 

This book contains 16 Upanisads, 13 Suktas, Sri Rudra Prasnah, Sri 
Chamaka Prasnah, Sri Aruna Prasnah, Ghana-Patha & Sanaa Veda mantras. 
25 stotras on Gods and Goddesses are also included.

Most thrilling and spiritually gratifying mantras of Upanisads are being 
chanted every day. This book will be immensely helpful for selecting mantras 
from different Upanisads for group chanting. 

Brihadaranyaka Upanisad with swara marks is an important feature of 
this book. This Upanisad is full of swaras. The chanting of this Upanisad 

has got its own charm and soul-thrilling effect. 

There are 108 Upanisads, out of which we have printed in this book 16 
Upanisads. (1) Ishavasya Upanisad (2) Narayana Upanisad (3) Mahanarayana 
Upanisad (4) Taittiriya Upanisad (5) Aitareya Upanisad (6) Brihadaranyaka 
Upanisad (7) Suryopanisad (8) Ganapathyatharvashirshopanisad with Swara 
marks. 
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Other Upanisads such as Katha, Kena, Mundaka, Mandukya, Prasnah, 
Chandogya, Swetaswatara and Kali~santaranopanisads are printed without 
Swara marks. 

Sri Rudra Prasnah and Sri Chamaka Prasnah: 

Lord Shiva destroys the evil and bestows Bliss & Immortality on those 
who do Rudra Parayana daily. He is easily pleased. The easiest 

method of propitiating Him is by the chanting of Rudram. 

Chant Rudra Prasnah, also called as Namaka, once. Then recite one 
Anuvaka of Chamaka. Repeat the chanting of Namaka second time albng with 
2nd Anuvaka of Chamaka. In this way Namaka may be recited 11 times with 
11th Anuvaka of Chamaka. This is termed as one Rudra. 121 times of Rudra 
chanting is called one ‘Rudraikadashani’. When Rudra is repeated 1331 times 
it is named as one Maharudra. 11 Maharudras will make one Atirudra (14641 
times). 

When 11 persons recite 11 times Rudra daily for a period of 11 days, 
then it becomes one Maharudra. 

Aruna Prasnah: 

Lord Surya is God of health. Propitiate Him by chanting Aruna mantra 
in the early hours of the morning daily. The aspirant will be bestowed with 
health and prosperity. 

Ghana-Patha Mantras & Samaveda Mantras: 

These mantras may be chanted in temples on auspicious occasions and 
also in religious and cultural functions. This is the first time we are printing 
Ghana-Patha mantras with Swaras. 

Most popular mantras on Ganapati and Saraswati and eight mantras of 
Ishavasyopanisad have been rendered with Ghana-Patha Swaras. 

Suktas: 

Vedic hymns selected from Sri Rigveda, Yajurveda etc. have been printed 
with Swara marks. Purusha Suktam, Narayana Suktam and Devi Suktam etc. 
are extremely popular Vedic hymns which are chanted daily for spiritual 
upliftment. 

Samaveda Mantras: 

Gayatri Samaganam, Rathantara Samaganam etc. with Swara marks have 
been included in this book. With the help of a competent teacher, one should 
learn the chanting of Samaveda mantras. 

Harmonium and other musical instruments must not be used while 
chanting the Veda mantras. 

Divya Stotram: 

25 Stotras on different Gods and Goddesses have been added so that 
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religious aspirants may easily memorise and recite them befitting different 
occasions. 

To hear the chanting of mantras and stotras in Mandirs, Monasteries 
and homes, by religious aspirants is a unique experience. 

We ardently hope that the book ‘Mantrapushpam’ will create a lot of 
enthusiasm specially among youngsters who are keen to learn and practise 
Veda mantras in chorus. We are sure, this edition will be welcomed with great 
eagerness by the public.
